Chuck Chamberlin waves his hand 
expansively at the southern horizon. 
“Fifteen thousand years ago, this 
was all under ice,” the retired uni- 
versity professor says. “When the ice 
receded it scoured everything flat, 
except for a few spots where the ice 
scraped deeper and left lakes.” 
Chamberlin tears his eyes from 
the bare fields, which last summer 
glowed bright yellow with canola, 
and glances back over his shoulder. 
Less than a kilometre north lies a 
wall of houses, which, just like the 
glaciers in the last ice age, is relent- 
lessly expanding southward. 

As head of the Sierra Club prairie 
chapter's suburban sprawl cam- 
paign, Chamberlin has spent the 
Past two years trying to convince 
City Hall to abandon its Heritage 
Valley Area Plan and leave the area 
for agriculture. 

Heritage Valley is the most ambi- 
tious and comprehensive develop- 
ment project since the city opened 
up its southeast corner in the early 
1970s for the creation of Mill Woods. 
Chamberlin and other local environ- 
mentalists fear it will be equally dis- 
astrous. 

Opposition to the plan is growing. 
The public hearing on Heritage 
Valley was to be held on March 15, 

but because of the i 
number of speakers i

Whitemud Creek on the west, the city 
boundary on the south and Blackmud 
Creek on the east. Over the next 20 
years, city planners expect 80,000 peo- 
ple to move there, creating a commu- 
nity more populous than Red Deer. 
Civic officials see the area’s devel- 
opment as inevitable; the city’s pop- 
ulation has been expanding south- 
ward ever since Strathcona was 
absorbed by Edmonton in 1912. In 
more recent years, the commercial 
area along Highway 2 has become 
home of the visual anarchy of ugly 
big box stores and strip malls. 
Residential development in the area 
seems only slightly less bleak, with 
everything designed more to accom- 
modiate cars than for the conve- 
nience and pleasure of people. 
While it acknowledges that mar- 
ket forces will dictate the type and 
location of development, City Hall's 
planning department wants to 
impose tighter controls in order to 
avoid repeating the same mistakes. 
That's where the Heritage Valley 
Area Plan and its chief architéct, 
senior planner Shafee Mohamed, 
come in. The plan lays out exactly 
what kind of development will be 
allowed in each section of the valley. 
Developers must design their pro- 
jects to conform to the overall plan, 
which Mohamed insists will result 








any development they choose. 
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DOWNTOWN SUFFERS 


The Sierra Club argues that as 
long as the city continues to allow 
suburban development, the down- 
town core will continue to languish. 
Chamberlin argues that the city 
should be doing more to encourage 
higher density “infill” development 
in areas that are already built up. 
While the land costs are higher for 
developers, it’s cheaper for taxpay- 
ers because services such as roads, 
sewers and schools are already 
there. Higher population densities 
mean more people can use mass 
transit and fewer cars will be on the 

roads, thus reducing congestion and 
pollution. Putting 80,000 more peo- 
ple at the southern end of town, 

lin warns, will increase 
traffic congestion — and exhaust 
emissions — astronomically, creat- 
ing rush-hour gridlock throughout 
the south side. 

But Mohamed says such fears 
miss the point. The Heritage Valley 
plan calls for the area to be 
self-contained. While most of 
development will be residential,

As for ops downtown, 
Mohamed said, the people who buy 


homes in Heritage Valley won't 
want to live in an urban centre any- 
way. The city has been trying to get 
more people living in the downtown 
core since the early 1980s, even offer- 
ing $4,500-per-unit subsidies for 
developers, but to date only about 
one per cent of Edmonton’s total 
population lives there. As for com- 
muters clogging routes into the core, 
Mohamed said, only about 55,000 
people work downtown. Everyone 
else works in outlying areas such as 
the 170 Street commercial corridor or 
along Calgary Trail. 

Despite all efforts by City Hall to 
attract more downtown develop- 
ment in the past 15 years, Mohamed 
said, there has been sustained pres- 
sure to develop the suburbs. 


SMART GROWTH 


The Sierra Club is trying to con- 
vince local politicians to buy into the 
concept of “smart growth,” a move- 
decaying urban areas in the US.

There is no adult homeless 
shelter on the south side of the city, 
so those involved are still w orking 
out a plan to transport men and 
women to the downtown core, 
where there are shelters.

Centring on a young woman, Leila 
Murray (Molly Parker), who is 
attempting to break out of the numb 
ness that has come to define both her 
marriage and her life, Suspicious River 
is a bleak, desolate film that offers a 
creepy, tortuous road to rebirth 
Indeed, Leila’ s path is so fraught that 
it is difficult to gauge just how far the 
viewer can go with her. The film’s 
Pacific North West setting is perpetual 
ly rainsoaked, and everything seems 
run-down and dilapidated. It is the 
sort of background that sets Gary 
Jensen (Callum Keith Rennie) off to 
advantage, for with his bryl-creamed 
hair and his demon-lover ways, he is 
at least able to maintain an aura of 
vitality. But when Leila tells him, “You 
can’t hurt someone who can’t be hurt,” 
he takes this as a challenge, and the 
result is harrowing to watch 

Lynne Stopkewich’s'second feature is, 
if nothing else, attempting todo some- 
thing interesting within the confines of 
sexual humiliation and female 
masochism.

Crudup earning fame 


Getting snubbed by Oscar just adds 
to rising star’s indie cachet 


l t's been a banner year for Billy 
Crudup. Although he didn’t get 
nominated for an Oscar for his role 
as troubled rock star Russell 
Hammond in Almost Famous, he 
deserved to and most critics recog- 
nized it. Hopefully, it will serve to 
launch his career into the big leagues 
— if he accepts, that is. But I have a 
hunch he'll keep siding with the 
underdogs. 

I already used this column to rave 
about Crudup in the art-house mas- 
terpiece Jesus’ Son, where he plays a 
1970s drifter with a habit of stum- 
bling into the sublime.

Montreal-based downtempo label

Lack of snow got you down? Don’t worry, 
two-plankers! Hit the terrain parks

La headed out to the mountains 
at all last week you probably found 
some fresh snow. Still not enough to 
write a powder-skiing article but 
enough to use the technica} 
approach I suggested you use for 
skiing ‘crud.’ 

One of the biggest disappoint- 
ments to a year of no snow is the 
lack of variety in terrain. All of the 
best skiing in the mountain areas are 
to me the ungroomed stuff — this is 
where the big rollers, bumps and 
jumps can be found. 

This season if you head off to 
ungroomed terrain, you may just 
come out of it with a pair of demol- 
ished planks, at the very least in 
need of a professional tune-up. With 
the high costs associated with our 
sport, ruining a pair of skis is just not 
an option to ski variable terrain. 

For those of you feeling a little 
blah about skiing conditions and 
missing the undulating terrain, all 
you have to do is head to the terrain

parks where snow is piled high over 
those nasty rocks. 

There are rollers, kickers, big air 
and half pipes. Variety is served up 
every single run and skiers are just 
as welcome as snowboarders as long 
as you follow the rules. 

The etiquette is as follows: 

BW I[f you go into the terrain parks, 
don't hang out, just ski and get out 
fast. If you want to watch, do this 
from the sidelines so you won't be in 
anyone's way. 

@ The biggest problem comes from 
skiers or snowboarders stopping on 
a jump to study the landing. If the 
park is busy you might be setting 
yourself up for a collision with the 
traffic coming from above. 

@ Another must-never-do is to park 
yourself below a jump or roller. 
These are blind spots; with the speed 
people are going into these sections 


of the park they'll never be able ;,, 
stop or avoid you. 

@ When taking air on the kickey, 
(jumps) make sure you get enoio}, 
speed to clear the top in order (, ’ 
land on the back side. This take: 
courage; however in many park 
kickers are clearly marked just |j} 
the hills with a blue square (inteyy.. 
diate) or a black diamond (expe) 
So you can apply progression to 
your terrain park skiing and thi 
way your confidence will increase 
with each run. 

B Don't be intimidated by the 
other skiers or snow-boarders 
Everyone is welcome in these parks 
as long as they follow the rules 

Terrain parks provide a skier wt}, 
more variety, especially when 
there's too little snow in the moun 
tains. 

By skiing variable terrain you wij} 
learn to balance, adapt and react to 
rolls, kickers and half pipes. Be cre- 
ative, try some moves or just getting 
some air doing so will increase your 
skills to further the goal of being an 
expert all-around skier.

Head into the Sacred Ride and shoot 
the breeze. Hit the Steamshovel for a 
beer, and then, to complete the cir- 
cuit, pop into the Uplander for some

’ “It was more of an accident,” says 
the modest novelist, who did the 
bulk of the grunt work on her 
ground-breaking premiere during a 
gruelling six-month stint in a 
Northern Alberta fire tower. “I was 
struggling with the novel and not 
feeling very engaged with the 
work.” 

The problem: Luke didn’t have a 
strong setting for her relationship- 
based story. “My people kept mov- 
ing around and made the book very 
dull.” The solution: “I looked 
around the fire tower and saw that 
this was a setting that had interest- 
ing details, a setting where my char- 
acter could deal with all the internal 
struggles she had.” 

This giant leap into the heart of 
the blue-collar also freed Luke up to 
fully explore the “trailer park white 
trash” she was raised amongst, 
while remaining endlessly faithful to 
her desire to “really champion the 
working class.”

Lin all about balance. You 
need strong characters with great 
originality, but also great universali- 
ty.
